Dear Senator Sinema & Staff, 


| would like a meeting to discuss my efforts to establish official recognition of the right to 
“medical freedom”, and to promote more effective approaches to substance abuse than giving 
addicts PTSD in America’s jails and prisons. My efforts at the U.S. Supreme Court lead me to 
believe the Justices would prefer to not have to recognize “medical freedom” as a fundamental 
constitutional right that is already protected by the U.S. Constitution. If you consider my various 
court filings and agree that the judiciary is apparently derelict in its duties, | would appreciate 
your initiation of congressional oversight by a simple letter to the Chief Justice of the United 
States. | propose asking the Chief Justice if Medical Freedom must be legislated into existence 
for the Supreme Court to recognize this as a right. 


If Senator Sinema does not support medical freedom, and if she supports the ongoing sacrifice 
of vulnerable Americans to the care of fentanyl-dealing drug cartels, | suppose there’s no need 
to read any further. Just let me know if this is the case. 


| have videos proving my friend, Emily Mihaylo, was misdiagnosed by the psychiatrists forced on 
her by the state of Arizona. These doctors inject Emily with tranquilizers that are NOT 
FDA-approved to treat substance abuse disorders: the anti-psychotic drug Abilify is used to give 
Emily the side effect of “compulsive behaviors”. Another drug that is sporadically injected into 
Emily, haloperidol, was formerly used by the Soviets to induce agony in political dissidents. 


The Arizona State Court judicially-suspended the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus on my 
petitions and appeals on Emily’s behalf, presumably so they wouldn’t have to declare Arizona’s 
system of involuntary mental health treatment unconstitutional. The United States District Court 
uses an obviously-fraudulent “motion to dismiss” to declare me vexatious. The U.S. Court of 
Appeals artfully ignored my appeals. The Supreme Court refuses to consider the ‘can of worms’ 
I've presented in 5 petitions that have been accepted by their Clerk for the Justices’ 
consideration (18M57, 19M102, 21-6444 [x2], 21-1493). The latest denial is of #21-1493, on 
October 3 2022. | intend to file a petition for rehearing, to share the latest updates of my friend’s 
efforts to escape from the abuse perpetrated on her by order of the Arizona State Court. 


Representative Gosar’s March 2022 letter responding to my request for congressional oversight 
of the federal judiciary essentially said the guiding principles of “due process” and “equal 
protection” are only available to those who can afford an attorney (this was after denial of 
#21-6444). | am submitting a followup letter to his office to clarify that this is his official position, 
before | post his letter on Twitter. 


| went to Blake Masters’ recent campaign stop in Prescott. | asked if he supports the principle of 
Medical Freedom, especially with regards to firing soldiers and coast guard members who don't 
want to get injected with the obsolete version of the experimental drug. After the event formally 
ended | told him | found his answer acceptable, told of my denials by the Supreme Court, and 
said the tragedy of Representative Gifford’s event in Tucson is how Jared Loughner was giving 
very clear signs that he was deteriorating, but he couldn’t be helped because it is a “very 
serious deprivation of liberty” to be forced into mental health treatment. [Mr. Masters does not 
*fully* support “medical freedom”, as he is opposed to women being allowed to make decisions 


for themselves w.r.t. pregnancies. | don’t know how much of this is political bluster to get 
through the primary gauntlet - he seems to have toned down his rhetoric a bit.] 


In my Petition for Rehearing of #21-6444, | gave Jared Loughner’s case as a reason why the 
Supreme Court should grant that petition: it would be trivial to help people like Mr. Loughner 

before they commit their crimes, if only our healthcare system respected patients’ right to be 

treated better than a Soviet dissident. 


For this meeting I’ve listedT__. ___andJ ___ asattendees. T___ became an 
alcoholic around menopause, and was punished with almost 2 years in state prison for her 3rd 
DUI. She tried to stay sober upon release, but life happened and she couldn’t cope. When | met 
T she was a hopeless drunk. After about 2 years of my efforts, | told her daughter that 


T needed to feel safe’ to finish recovering. J is T__’s son, and plays an 


important role in his mother’s recovery. (I haven't yet talked to them about this meeting, but I’m 
sure they'll be willing to attend. T and J live in Glendale, Arizona) 


| have someone else who doesn’t know that his current lucidity is due to a little dose of OTC 
supplement that should be prescribed to all the alcoholics. 


The problem of Medical Freedom is that both the “far left” and the “far right” are vehemently 
opposed to some of the implications of people being allowed to make decisions for themselves. 
The far right is convinced that some exercise of freedom is “killing babies”, while the far left 
believes it’s more important for people to be forcibly injected with obsolete versions of 
Emergency Use Authorization drugs than to fully respect the principle of bodily autonomy. 


| don't think the Right actually believes that women who miscarry should be prosecuted for 
negligent homicide, nor that the Left actually believes that Medicine should be given legal carte 
blanche to do whatever they want to people. 


| think Senator Sinema has good political instincts, and would be interested in finding a 
bipartisan tact to find medical freedom in our constitution. 


After submission of this meeting request, | intend to work on videos for GoFundMe and 
IndieGoGo, to see if there’s any interest in establishing medical freedom as a 
constitutionally-protected right.
